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THE Baptist Board of Foreign Missions for the United States, 
grateful for the support and encouragement which they have experi- 
enced in the discharge of their official duties, have again the pleasure 
of presenting the annual Address required by the Constitution of the 
Convention. 

They are happy in the reflection that the events of another year 
serve to confirm the expectations and increase the joy of the thou- 
sands who are waiting for the consolation of the latter day, and who, 
from the signs of the times, have concluded that the promised pe- 
riod cannot be distant. The ardour of the supporters of Bible In- 
stitutions discovers no indication of abatement; while endeavours to 
teach the young, the adult and the aged, to read for themselves the 
charter of salvation, have been employed and made useful, to an exs 
tent not exceeded, they believe, in any year since the introduction of 
Christianity. That zeal for the Lord of Hosts which has recently 
translated the scriptures into most of the languages of the earth, is 
still engaged. It presents tothe world an example sought in vain in 
the history of the spread of false religious systems. What efforts 
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were ever made by the disciples of Zoroaster, of Brumha, or of Ma. 
homet to translate their sacred volumes into other languages ? They 
had still remained in their native Chinese, Sungskrit and Arabic ob. 
scurity, had not the industry of Christians brought them forth to the 
light. It is, probably, to be resolved into the wrong idea formed by 
the Jew, that the smiles of heszven were to be confined to his own 
nation, that no more attention was paid to translating the Old Testa- 
ment. It is well known the Septuagint version is to be ascribed to the 
literary ambition of Ptolemy, and not to the desire of Hebrews for the 
diffusion of the scriptures. But the time hasarrived when the friends of 
Christ, not fearing the universal investigation of a volume which they 
are conscious is the record of God, and persuaded that it cunveys toa 
dying worid the words of eternal life, are using means to send it unto 
all people, nations and languages, that dwell in all the earth. Mis- 
sionaries in lands remote are explaining to the heathen its sacred 
contents; and where, in the movement of a mysterious Providence, 
death diminishes their number, fresh servants of the Lord approach 
to perpetuate the work. Prophecy is illustrated and established by 
its glorious accomplishment, and the prayers of the saints are in- 
creasingly answered and encouraged. The Sun of Zion has risen 
which shall no more go down. 

The Board have reason for gratitude for the mercies that have 
been extended to the mission at Rangoon. The gospel by Matthew 
has been translated by Mr. Judson, and printed by Mr. Hough in 
Burman, and a few tracts, designed to explain the principles of the 
gospel, have been published in the same language. Messrs. Colman 
and Wheelock, with their wives, have safeiy arrived at their destina- 
tion. The circumstance that their pious conversation and example 
were rendered instrumental to the conversion of several of the ship’s 
company, offers encouragement to future missionaries, and furnishes, 
we trust, a token of the success that shall crown their future labours. 
Experience has proved that the climate of Burmah is not unfriendly 
to health, while its population, and its proximity to China, Siam, and 
other mission fields, display the importance of the station. Difficul- 
ties, nevertheless, must be expected. The manners of the Burmans 
are fierce and untractable, and their attachment to their idolatries 
blindiy ardent. The recent military measures in the hither India, 
have created a spirit of jealousy am sg them, and induced the sus- 
picion that white men are emissaries. The Board would be ready to 
conclude that the stay of the brethren in Burmah depended on the 
caprice of the emperor, were they not sxtisficd that the hearts of kings 
are in the hands of the Lord. The design of the late expedition of Mr. 
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Judson, undertaken with a view of obtaining a convert from among 
the Mugs to assist in the mission, is fully approved by the Board, 
and will, they have no doubt, meet the approbation of all the friends 
of Zion. The disappointments attendant on the voyage were such as 
no human prudence could foresee. They affectionately sympathize 
with their brother under the trial he has experienced, and pray that, 
as the means of surmounting every obstruction, himself and his asso- 
ciates may be favoured with an abundant “supply of the Spirit of 
Jesus Christ.” 

The Board has yiewed with satisfaction the labours of their mis- 
sionary brethren Peck and Welch at St. Louis. A baptist church has 
been formed there, which is gradually increasing. <A new place of 
worship, in a pleasant and conspicuous part of the town, has been 
erected. It is already in part paid for. The church at Salem, Mas- 
sachusetts, has generously aided the attempt by presenting the sum 
af one hundred and seventy-three dollars. It is hoped the benevolence of 
other churches and brethren will assist in extinguishing the remain- 
ing incumbrance. The brethren there have done much in opening 
and encouraging schools, in seeking acquaintance with Indian chiefs, 
and ascertaining the circumstances of the tribes scattered through 
the territories, They have travelled in various directions, preaching 
the everlasting gospel, animated with the expectation that the Lord 
will make the wilderness of the west “ like Eden, and her desert like 
the garden of the Lord: joy and gladness shall be found therein, 
thansgiving, and the voice of melody.” 

The high expense of living at St. Louis has produced regret and 
difficulty. The brethren have proposed that one of them remove to 
St. Charles, a neighbouring situation, where subsistence can be pro- 
cured on easier terms, and the prospect of establishing a permanent 
school is fair and inviting. The Board have approved the measure, 
and recommended its adoption, 

The assiduous and self-denying labours of their missionary the Rey. 
Isaac M‘Coy, in the Illinois state, have imparted the liveliest plea- 
sure. He has shown himself willing to forego the conveniences of g@ 
settled country, and to share, with the hope of diminishing, the affiic- 
tions of an uncivilized state of society. He is ready to live and die 
among the aborigines, if he may but be the means of teaching them 
the way to heaven through the knowledge of the Lord Jesus. He 
had put up a plain building for his family, and as a place where the 
Indians might receive religious instruction. Since which he hag 
found encouragement to settic on lands belonging to the United States, 
under circumstances which promise a greater sphere of usefulness. 
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The Board are of opinion the change proposed is desirabe, and the 
more so, as the disposal of the building he has erected will probably 
more than remunerate the original cost. The nearness of the new 
site for missionary exertions to the brethren in the Missouri territo- 
ry, will enable them to strengthen each other’s hands. 

The labours of the Rev. Humphrey Posey among the Cherokees, 
have been zealous, and marked with holy prudence. His schools have 
been well attended. A temporary suspension of them has arisen, 
chieily owing to the unsettled state of the nation; the question being 
as yet undecided whether they will continue to occupy the soil of 
their fathers, or retire farther westward. 

The Sandusky Indians, during the year past, have been repeatedly 
visited by Rev. Henry George, of Owl Creek, Ohio, who has express- 
ed much satisfaction at observing their solemn attention. 

The Rev. Mr. Eastman has begun his labours in the vicinity of 
Natchez and St. Francisville. He feels himself greatly encouraged. 
May the blessing of the Lord accompany his endeavours. 

Among the occurrences which have recently taken place west of 
the mountains, the Board has witnessed, with no ordinary satisfaction, 
the removal of a misapprehension on the part of their brethren of 
the Kentucky Baptist Mission Society. It has been the general 
opinion of the Board, that the reformation and spiritual welfare of 
the Indians, would be best promoted by missionaries opening schools 
and preaching the gospel in the vicinity of the tent and wigwam. The 
Kentucky brethren were in favour of sending for Indian youth from 
the wilderness, and educating them in Kentucky. The Board sin- 
cerely wished them success. They were far frum supposing that be- 
cause the settling of missionaries in the bosom of the tribes seemed 
most promising, that this consideration ought to preclude attempts at 
instructing, in any way, the children of the aborigines; but to assist 
that Society in its endeavours, by appropriating any of the funds in- 
trusted to their management, it was believed their responsibilities 
would not warrant. Ata period when it became, for several reasons, 
peculiarly desirable that the sentiments both of the Board and of the 
Society should be understood inthe clearest manner, the Rev. Mr. Rice, 

agent of the Board, was at the Great Crossings. The exposition of 
mutual views which then took place, terminated in a manner most 
pleasing and satisfactory. The Society voted itself an auxiliary te the 
Board, and the Board engaged to appropriate its funds to such 
objects, only, as the Society shall designate, and in every way to 
facilitate, to the utmost of their power, a common design. Such 
mutual and affectionate harmony amniong fellow-labourers in the ser- 
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vice of the Son of God, is sweet as the ointment of Aaron, and re- 
freshing as the dews of Hermon. 

To the plans that are in operation for colonizing a part of the world 
that has for ages been sunk in ignorance, bondage and affliction, the 
Board wishes the most ample success. It cannot reasonably be sup; 


posed that num erous bands of men, in possession of the knowledge of 


yseful arts, and especially of the word of life, can settle on African 
shores without meliorating the state of society. Such acourse must 
rend to elevate the character of the people of colour to that point 
which shall open before them the advantages, and excite the habits, 
of self-government and industry. The Christian will surely discover 


inthe National Colonization Society, a new and encouraging presage 


of the spread of the kingdom of Christ, and cheerfully wait the ful- 
flment of the prophecy, “ From beyond the rivers of Ethiopia my 
suppliants, even the daughter of my dispersed, shall bring mine of- 
fering.”” 

A communication has been received freun the Rev. O. B. Brown, of 
Washington city, stating that there are two coloured brethren of the 
church at Richmond, of good moral character, of ardent piety, and 
possessing talents for the ministry that have been tried for several 
years; and are much approved. They are willing to leave America, 
and attempt, on the soil of their forefathers, to preach the unsearch- 
able riches of Christ. In the fall, it is expected, they will have an op- 
portunity of going out in a vessel which will sail under the sanction 
of the President of the United States. They wish to place them- 
selves under the direction of the Baptist Board of Missions, not so 
much for the sake of funds,—for these they in a good degree pos- 
sessy—as for the purpose of receiving such counsel and information as 
the Convention or its Board may be able, time after time, to commu- 
nicate, and to enjoy the assurances of their affection and co-operation. 
The Board have taken these brethren under their patronage, and en- 
couraged them to spend the interval between the present time and 
their sailing, in improving their minds to the utmost practicable ex- 


| ‘ent. The recommendation of the Convention to the people of co- 


lour to form and encourage mission societies, has been the means of 
*xciting the zeal of these brethren to seek a home on Afric’s coasts. 

Various communications have been received on the subject of the 
institution connected with the Board, for affording education to such 
ious youth as shall have been approved by the churches as candi- 
‘ates for the ministry. Some parts of the Plan proposed for consider- 
tion are objected to, particularly,in reference to the qualifications 
‘or a pupil’s entering, which are thought discouraging, because too 
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high. This, and any other objections that may offer, will become th, 
subject ot deliberation at the meeting of the Convention in April 
next, to which period the aduption of a plan, and the organizing the 
Institution, are laid over. it will be gratifying at that time to kno, 
the wishes of the churches and brethren generally, as they wiij, 
doubt, be attentively-regarded. In the mean time the young bretirey, 
now in Philadelphia, will continue to be boarded and instructed, x 
during the past year, from funds wholly distinct from those collecte 
for missionary purposes. 

The Board feel it their duty to state, that they are increasing) 
gratified with the active services of their age..t, the Rev. Mr. Rice, 
They pray that his health and life may be continued, and that th 
God of Abraham may be his shield and his exceeding great reward, 
He is affectionately commended to public attention and respect. 

Brethren, it is our happiness to live in an age when the cause ¢ 
Christ is pressed on the attention of his people by the most reviving 
considerations. To each of us He is saying, “ It is good that tho 
shouldest take hold of this; yea, also from this withdraw not thine 
hand.’’ In the days of Nehemiah, when the wall about Jerusalem 
was building, it is mentioned, to the reproach of the nobles of Tekea, 
that “they put not their necks to the work of the Lord.” Other, 
however, as if incited by their inaction to greater assiduity, applied 
themselves vigorously to the sacred task. Several rulers of Jervs:- 
Jem and neighbouring cities, engaged in the work, and the mend 
Jericho and of Gibeon, of Mizpah and Zanoah joined them. “ Golt- 
smiths, apothecaries, merchants” united their labours. Pious ladies 
were also employed. “ Shalium, the son of Halosheth, the ruler o! 
the half part of Jerusalem,”’ repaired, “ he and his paucurers.” To 
the prompt and generous endeavours of females the friends of ms 
sions are under the strongest obligations.

For some time, as need not be concealed, the 
proceedings of the Kentucky Mission Society, owing, as it appears, toa 
misapprehension of the views ot the Board, had worn an aspect tending 
to produce a partial division of the Baptist interest in our country it 
missionary operations ; and the enemies of this glorious cause, for amo- 


ment seemed confident of success. Arriving, however, providentially, | 


in Kentucky, just at the moment a specially called meeting of that 
Society was about to dissolve all connexion with the general Board, 
afforded me very particular satisfaction to be able to furnish such a 
explanation of your views and measures as has resulted in a perfectly 
good understanding between the parties concerned, and placed the In- 
dian school in Kentucky under your patronage and management. A 
more full account of this matter, it will occur to your recollection 
was furnished in my letter of the Ist of February. 

To complete the arranging of this momentous concern, so ausp! 
cious to the preservation of the union and co-operation of the grea 
body of the American Baptists in the missionary scheme, and to a 
complish other important objects, it was necessary for me to make 
another excursion. From this, as is known to you, Sir, I have but 
just returned ; and it is particularly gratifying to state, that your Su: 
perintending Committee to manage the Indian school above referred 
to, consisting of Cols. James Johnson and Richard M. Johnson, the 
Rev. Messrs. Jeremiah Vardeman, Jacob Creath, Silas M. Noel, Jam® 
Suggett, John H. Ficklin, Thomas Henderson, and Samuel Trot: 
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Bs. S. Chambers, Esq. and Mr. Craig, have organized themselves, and 
zealously entered on the duties connected with a prosecution of the 
object of their trust. Already have buildings been erected for the 
accommodation of the young Indians, and a valuable instructor en- 
gaged to teach them. Already eight of those children of the forest,— 
Lewis Rogers, a young chief, probably about twenty years old, with 
Maria his wife—Henry Rogers, nephew of Lewis, near seven years 
old—Franky Craig, a little gir—-Wm. Thompson Suggett, nineteen 
years old—James Suggett, fifteen—John Ficklin Fish and Paschal 
Fish, about 6 or 7 years old, sons of the principal chief of the tribe,— 
belong to the Institution; and more may be had, in proportion as the 
benevolence of the community shall supply the Board with the means 
of doing them good. 

The School, indeed, wears a most promising aspect ; the harmoni- 
ous arrangements which have secured to it the patronage of the Board, 
are highly gratifying to many ; and much may be expected from the 
zeal and talents of your Superintending Committee. 

In relation to the Latter Day Luminary, with the circulating of 
which, the Agency allotted me by the Board has so much concern, 
involving a great deal of labour and responsibility, it is gratifying to 
state that near eight thousand are now called for, and it was thought 
best to print at least ten thousand of each of the numbers of the present 
year. It was to be expected in the outset of so extensive an under- 
taking, on the novel plan, too, of transmitting the work free of charge 
to the subscribers in all parts of the country, that no small difficulty 
must be experienced. In some instancesa failure of the geasonable con- 
veyance of the publication has induced subscribers to withdraw; but, 
wherever attentive, active persons have been found to engage in the 
business, it has succeeded well ; and the difficulties yet to be encoun- 
tered, it is believed, will be, in a good measure, surmounted by the 
end of this year. Be assured, no exertion shal] be spared, on my part, 
to render the circulation perfectly systematic, and as expeditious as 
practicable; so that subscribers, every where, may calculate on receiv- 
ing the Luminary with as much regularity and despatch as the nature 
of the case will admit. 

Considering the state of things in a pecuniary view, the expenses 
unavoidably attending the commencement of a work on so large a 
scale, and the necessity of re-printing all the numbers of the last year, 

much profit on the first Aa/f volume cannot have been anticipated. At 
the termination of this year, however, with the completion of the first 
volume, the Board may reasonably expect of me to report a satisfac- 
tory result in a pecuniary sense, and I flatter myself they will not Be 
Vor. T—N°. VIL, 3B | 
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disappointed. Conformably with your instructions, I have engaged 
several persons in different parts of the country to assist in the busj. 
ness of circulating the Luminary, and have authorized and requested 
them, as circumstances shall encourage, to solicit aid, by collections, 
donations, subscriptions, &c. for promoting the objects of the Board; 
while, at the same time, they will be performing, substantially, the 
service of domestic missionaries. The benefits of this part of the ge. 
neral plan, it is confidently believed, will be realized in due time, 
and will not be unimportant. 

It must be obvious to every one, that the necessity of travelling near 
ten thousand miles within the narrow circle of a year, in order to 
combine the distant points, and arrange the general system, could 
not but incur heavy expenditures, while it would very much abridge 
both time and opportunity for obtaining, either by public collections 
or private donations, pecuniary assistance to the cause. I experience 
great satisfaction, therefore, in being able to announce the approach 
of that state and operation of the business, which will require less of 
toilsome journeying, while it promises more of direct advantage to 
the missionary concern. 

The general circulation of the Luminary will render unneces- 
sary the publishing of so large a number of the Annual Report for 
distribution among the Associations and Mission Societies. In addition 
to ten thousand converted into a number of the Luminary, the striking 
off of one thousand, simply in the shape of Report, will furnish a suf- 
ficiency for indiscriminate , general, and individual use. 

The Institution connected with the Board for improving the edu- 
cation of persons called to the christian ministry, is an object most 
deeply interesting to the whole denomination, and should attract ge- 
neral and solemn attention. From all that has fallen within my ob- 
servation and hearing, an impressive conviction rests upon my mind, 
that something efficient ought to be done! This is affectingly called 
for by the deplorable paucity of able and faithful ministers of the 
new testament; and anxiously expected by a jealous, a watchful, 
and a liberal public! 

Misapprehensions exist with many, in relation to the plan of educa- 
tion published after the meeting of the Board in New-York las‘ 
August, which it is important should be corrected ; and such modi- 
fications of the plan should be adopted as shall be acceptable to the 
denomination at large. These modifications, as I am convinced by 
many observations heard the past year, and conceive it my duty to 
State to you, must embrace the idea of affording, in some instances; 
Miproyement in the english lanfuage, composition, and theology; 
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without going through a regular classical course. W ith something 
of this nature introduced into the plan, there is no doubt with me, 


that an impression, which appears to be already gaining ground, in 


favour of a general Institution, will be strengthened and extended ; 
while, it is to be hoped, the Institutions set up in different parts 
of our country, having the same object in view, may pursue a course 
conducive to its enlargement, elevation, and success. 

At the Vermont Association, I had the pleasure of meeting with 
Elder Jonathan Going of Massachusetts. After much consideration, 
we agreed on a general model for Female Charitable Societies, having 
special regard to the education object, as connected with that of mis- 
sions. On this model some socicties have been formed already, and 
many more might be. Societies, also, particularly for aiding the 
Theological Institution, might easily be originated, and put into ope- 
ration in many places. Several Mission Societies have been formed 
during the past year, and others are in contemplation. 

The great and benevolent cause, then, to which the attention of the 
Board is so solemnly called, and zealously directed, appears to be suc- 
cessfully advancing, and offers additional evidences and pledges, with 
each revolving year, that it will move onward, all opposition notwith- 
standing, to its triumphant consummation. 

Permit me, in the conclusion, to record a tribute of exalted gra- 
titude to that Divine Goodness which has accompanied my various 
and extended journeyings, shielded me from danger, preserved my 
health, and strewed my path with consolation during another year.

SUBSTANCE OF THE MINUTES OF THE BOARD, 
From the time of the Annual Meeting, 1818, to the present nme. 


JUNE 2,—At a called meeting of the Board, Pliladelphia—Elder Henry George 
of Ohio was appointed a missionary to the Indians at Upper and Lower Sandusky, 
in the service of the Board, for three months, compensgtion at the rate of $ 500 
per annum. 

Juxe 25.—At a called meeting of the Board, Philadelphia—It was agreed that 
the meeting to be held in July be postponed until the first Thursday in August, 
and be held in New-York, for the purpose of meeting delegates from education 
as well as mission societies at the northward and eastward. 
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Jory 10.—.At an adjourned meeting of the Board, PhiladelphiamIt wag agreed 


that brother Samuel Eastman be appointed a missionary to the state of Louisiang 
’ 


and that the Corresponding Secretary draw up a letter of instructions to him, 
and that $ 500 per annum be appropriated for his support. 

The Corresponding Secretary presented to the Board a copy of the gospel of 
Matthew in the Burman LancuaceE; also a catechism and tract,—all from the 
mission press at Rangoon. 

The Corresponding Secretary informed that the Philadelphia Bible Society had 
presented to the Board fifty Bibles and one hundred New Testaments for disty; 
bution in the Missouri Territory ; whereupon it was 

Resolved, unanimously, That the thanks of the Board be presented to the Phj. 
ladelphia Bible Society tor the above-mentioned donation. 

Dr. Staughton and Mr. Curwen were appointed a committee to procure Dr, 
Rees’s Cyclopadia for the use of our missionaries in Rangoon. 

Aveust 7th, New-York.—Agreeably to adjournment the Board met. 

Various communications were received from different parts of the United States, 
on the subject of establishing a general Institution connected with the Board, for 
improving the education of persons called to the ministry. These, mostly, were 
of an encouraging nature: whereupon resolutions were adopted which have been 
published already in the fifth number of the Luminary ; the object of which was 
to give effect to the education design, and to prepare the way, by the collecting of 
funds, for the complete organization of the Institution the ensuing spring. 

A plan of the course of study to be pursued in the Institution, was also pub. 
Jished, for the consideration of the churches and brethren throughout our country. 

It was resolved that $100 be paid towards the ‘education of brother Colman, 
missionary to Burmah. © 

Resolved, unanimously, That the thanks of the Board be presented to their 
friends in New-York, for the kind and affectionate reception given this body. 

Octossr 2, Philadelphia.—Agreeably to notice the Board met. 

Dr. Staughton, Dr. Allison, Elder Jones, and Protessor Chase, were appointed 
a committee to solicit the donation of books, for the purpose of forming a library 
for the use of the Theological Institution. 

Ordered, that $35 be paid for 500 of Dr. Baldwin’s sermon preached before 
the Convention in May 1817. 

Resolved, unanimously, That the thanks of the Board be presented to Dr. David J. 
Davis of this city, for his kind offer to instruct any of oar students in the sci- 

ence of medicine gratuitously. 

A statement of accounts from the Rev. Missionary Brethren at Serampore was 
seceived, for which the Board acknowledge their obligations. 

An interesting letter was received from J. Jennings, Esq. one of the Indian agents. 

OcrosER 12, Philadelphia.—The Board met pursuant to notice. 

A letter from J. Jennings, Esq. and one from Thomas L. M‘Kenny, Esq. on the 
subject of Indian concerns, were presented. Also two letters from Elder Isaac 
M‘Coy, missionary. These were heard by the Board with much interest. 


Voted, That fifty dollars be paid for the purchase of medical books and instru-. 


ments for the use of our missionary, Mr. Price. 
Resolved, That $ 250 be transmitted to our missionary Elder Humphrey Posey. 
QcrosER 19, Philadelphia.—The Board met agreeably to adjournment. 
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Resolved, That $ 100 be afforded brother Daniel M‘Call, to enable him to com- 
mence his ministerial labours in Louisiana, which, from the solemn impression 
resting on his mind of its being his duty to go to that quarter, they cannot but 
hope will be useful. 

OcroBEr 26, Philadelphia—The Board met pursuant to adjournment. 

Communications were received from the Rev. Isaac M‘Coy, relative to his pros- 
pects and plans of usefulness among the Indians ; he requests the aid of a fellow 
labourer in that quarter. The Board r-eret that they do not know a brother of the 
description he mentions to send ou ssistant missionary, but will look for one. 

A communication was received fr 2 Rev. J. M. Peck, St. Louis, detailing 
the pecuniary concerns of that miss.. Resolved, that $500 be appropriated 
for the use of our missionaries at St. Louis. 

Resolved, That the Rev. Messrs. Bradley of Albany, Davis of Boston, Dossey 
of South Carolina, and Vardeman of Kentucky, be requested to use their influ- 
ence in favour of the general interests of the Board, and particularly, if circum. 
stances will permit, that they aid in the collecting of funds for the Theological 
Institution. 

DecemBER 7, Philadelphia.—The Board met according to notice. 

Several communications were laid over to a future meeting. 

Resolved, That $125 he appropriated for the use of brother Price, missionary, 
for clothing and contingences. 

1819. Fersruary 1, Philadelphia —The Board of Missions met. 

A communication was received from brother Rice, Agent of the Board, en- 
closing a communication from the Kentucky Mission Society, requesting the 
Board to take under its patronage and management, the domestic Indian Schoo] 
in Kentucky, set on foot by that Society, and pledging themselves, in case their 
request be granted, as an auxiliary to the Board. The request was cheerfully 
complied with, and the Board instructed their Agent, Mr. Rice, on bis return to 
that quarter to convey their answer to the communication from the Kentucky 
Mission Society, and to pay over $ 500 for the use of said Indian School. 

A Committee to superintend the above-mentioned Indian School in Kentucky, 
was appointed, consisting of Cols. James Johnson and Richard M. Johnson, the 
Rev. Messrs. Jeremiah Vardeman, Jacob Creath, Silas M. Noel, James Suggett, 
John H. Ficklin, Thomas Henderson and Samuel Trott, B. S. Chambers, Esq. 
and Mr. Craig. " 

Resolved, unanimously, That the thanks of the Board be presented to the Rev. 
Mr. Ficklin for his past services to the Indians :—The Board sincerely hope he 
will be able to continue his exertions in instructing the unlearned inhabitants of 
the western forests. 

Resolved, unanimously, That a letter of condolence be addressed to Mrs. Tit- 
comb, sympathizing with her for the loss of her excellent husband, supercargo 
of the vessel which conveyed our missionaries to India, who died on his voyag< 
homeward. 

Resolved, unanimously, That a letter be addressed to captain Bangs, expressive 
of the high sense the Board entertain of his kindness to our missionaries On their 
passage to India. 

A letter from the Rev, Partie Mittepoter, D. D. Corresponding Secretary of 
“The United Foreign Missionary Society,” was communicated by our Corres 
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ponding Secretary, conveying the friendly sentiments of that body‘in relation to 
this, and wishing a correspondence. The Board cordially reciprocate these sep. 
timents, and will be happy to correspond with that Suciety, interchange Reports, 
and in every way contribute to the great work of spreading the kingdom of the 
Mediator. 

Fesrvary 8, Philadelphia.—The Board met agreeably to adjournment. 

A memorial to Congress on the subject of Indian reform was read, and adopt. 
ed, and ordered to be sent to Col. Richard M. Johnson, requesting him to lay the 
same before that honourable body ; which service he had the kindness to fulfil. 

Ordered, that $25 be paid for medical books, &c. for brother Price. 

Marcu 29, Philadelphia —The Board met agreeably to notice. 

A communication was received from our Agent, Mr. Rice, relative to the Ip. 
dian School in Kentucky. | 

Resolved, That our brother Ficklin proceed to the Indian tribes, should the Su. 
perintending Committee think it best, with a view to obtain more young Indians 
to enter the School. 

Resolved, That the thanks of the Board be presented to Col. James Johnson, 
for his generous offer to convey Mr. Ficklin to the west, and himself and the 
young Indians from the wilderness back to Kentucky, free of charge. 


MEETING OF THE BOARD IN BALTIMORE, APni 28, 1819. 


Tue Board entered on business. Our Agent, Mr. Rice, was invited to a seat; 
as were also brethren Brown, Reis, Walker, Davis, Chase, Richards and Osborne. 

Numerous communications were laid before the Board. 

The brethren Allison, Staughton, Jones, Peckworth, and Cauldwell, were ap- 
pointed a committee in relation to the Eastern mission. Brethren M‘Laughlin, 
Bealey, Curwen, and Bradley, in relation to the Western missions. 

Brethren Curwen and Bradley were appointed a committee to examine the 
Jreasurer’s accounts, and also the accounts of the Agent. 

Urethren Allison, Healey, and Jones, were appointed a committee on the sub- 
ject of the Theological Institution. Brethren Staughton, M‘Laughlin, and Cur- 
wen, on the subject of an African mission. 

Brethren Staughton, Allison and Peckworth, were appointed a committee on 
the general communication,from the Agent,—and also on a communication from 
Mr. Joshua Kidwell of Tennessee. 

Nhe committee on the Eastern mission reported, 

1. That in their opinion the sum of $ 3000 should be appropriated for the sup- 
port of ourgmissionarics at Rangoon, and that the same be forwarded, as soon as 
convenient, to the care of brethren Carey, Marshman and Ward, Serampore. 

2. Hesolved, That the Board highly approve of the object of brother Judson’s 
journey to Chittagong, in quest of 2 native to assist in the mission, and sympathize 
with him in the dangers to which: he was exposed on his passage. 

3. Resolved, That the conduct of Mrs. Judson in returning to the mission. 
house at Rangoon, (see Mr. Judson’s letter,) under circumstances so unpro- 
pitious, and though disaster menaced her, meets the distinguished approbation of 
the Board. 

4. Resolved, That the Board entertains a high sense of the kindness of the 
Key. Mr. Thompson, chaplain, and of the Rev. Mr. Loveless, missionary; for the 
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hospitabity and friendship manifested to our missionary, Mr. Judson, when, in the 
providence of God, he was unexpectedly borne to Madras. 

5. Resolved, That the Board, while they sympathize with our missionaries in 
Burmah under the trials they are called to endure, and offcr their prayers to the 
Supreme Head of the Church, for their support and guidance, have full confidence 
in their piety and discretion in conducting the concerns of the mission, and the 
more so from the advantages that the experience of brother Judson can supply. 

‘The report was adopted unanimously. 

The Corimittee on the Western missions reported that they had attentively con- 
sidered the voluminous communications referred to their inspection. In relation 
to the mission at St. Louis—Your Committee cannot refrain from expressing their 
high sense of the laborious exertions and persevering fortitude of the missionaries 
there. Five churches, one Mission Society, one Bible Society, four Mite Socicties, 
and several schools, constituted through their instrumentality, are the grate- 
ful fruits, resulting, by the blessing of the God of heaven, from their toils, and 
claim for them the affectionate commendation of the Board. Your missionaries, 
for reasons stated at large in their letter of March 4th, are of opinion that an- 
other station should be taken at St.Charles, where their principal school might, 
with much advantage to the mission, be established. Presuming, from their in- 
timate acquaintance with the various circumstances which form the data of their 
calculations, and from their long and serious consideration of the subject, that 
their decisions are such as experience would prove to be highly advantageous 
and favourable to the best wishes of the Board, your Committee respectfully 
submit the following resolutions : 

1. Resolved, that $ 200 be appropriated for the purchase of a site for a mission 
house in or near the town of St. Charles. 

2. Resolved, that $ 400 be appropriated for the purchase of a few acres of 
land near the town of St. Charles, for the use of said establishment. 

The Committee also recommended that Mr. John Buttolph, provided his testi- 
monials should prove satisfactory to the Board, be appointed to the Western mis- 
sion, in connexion with the brethren Peck and Welch. 

Application having been made by Mr. Peck in favour of Mr, Edward Tanner, 
isa Western missionary, resolved that attention be paid te his case.—This is en- 
couraged by the peculiar circumstances of his brother, who is acquainted with 
several Indian languages, and whose aid, most probably, may be obtained, 

In relation to the schools among the Cherokees, under the management of 
Elder Humphrey Posey, the Committee observe, that, owing to the unsettled state 
of the tribe, having it in contemplation to remove beyond the Mississippi, the 
schools have been broken up. In case, however, they do not remove, it is recom- 
mended that brother Posey be requested to continue his labours among them, and 
reestablish schools. 

The plans and proceedings of Elder M‘Coy in relation to the Indians in the 
lllinois state, appear to be prosperous and promising, claim the approbation of 
the Board, and should be followed up with steady energetic support. 

The mission to the Wyandot and Sandusky Indians it is thought adviseable, 
for the present, to discontinue. 

The report of the Committee was unanimously accepted. 
The Committee on the subject of the African mission reported : 
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That the communication from the Rev. Obadiah B. Brown of Washington city, 
and those from Mr. Crane of Richmond, Va. were important and highly satisfa¢. 
tory. In their opinion a most auspicious opening, in Divine Providence, jnyjte; 
and sanctions the undertaking of a mission to Africa, the land of servility, dark. 
ness, and moral misery. They are pleased with the characters of Collin Teagye 
and Lot Carey, licensed preachers of colour in the Baptist church at Richmond, 
Va. and are happy to find them willing to go out as missionaries of the Cross, 
They recommend, therefore, that those coloured brethren be accepted by the 
Board as missionaries under their care ; and that they be sent out in the fall in, 
vessel which the President of the United States is about sending to the western 
coast of Africa, or in one which the Colonization Society shall send; and that 
these brethren be encouraged to improve their minds to the utmost, before they 
sail,—and, should it be necessary, that the Board afford them pecuniary aid for 
this purpose, ‘The report was unanimously adopted. 

The following note from Professor Cuas—e was communicated by the Corres. 
ponding Secretary. 
BaLTimorz?, April 29, 1819, 
REV. AND VERY DEAR SIR, 

I yeep not inform you with what painful emotions I announce to the Board 
that I must retire, for the present, from the labours in which I have had the hap. 
piness of being associated with you. It has become my duty to make a vigorous 
effort for regaining and confirming my health. At the same time, it is impossible 
for me to be unmindful of objects so dear to my heart as those of the seminary 
and of missions. 

In these circumstances I have looked around me, with no small degree of ant- 
rety, in order to ascertain what particular course J ought to pursue ; and permit 
me to state that a visit to Europe has presented itself to my mind in such a light 
as to appear worthy of very serious consideration. Among the purposes which it 
affords the prespect of accomplishing, some that have seemed the most obvious 
and important, are, to procure books for the library of the Institution—books 
which must be had, and which cannot be obtained in this country, except at ex- 
tremely high prices ; to learn the state of our baptist brethren in Germany, aud 
other countries on the European continent ; to open a friendly correspondence 
with them ; and to prepare the way for their taking an active part in those great 
exertions for the spread of evangelic truth, which the present condition of the 
world demands. 

Should the Board judge these objects worthy of their patronage, and should it, 
after further consultation with my physician, be deemed expedient, I am willing 
to embark personally in the undertaking. The only request which I would make, 
and one which I now respectfully submit to them is, that, provided I can obtain 
the means of defraying the necessary expenses without having recourse to theif 
treasury, they will authorize me to go in their name. Whatever may be the te- 
sult, it is my ardent desire that the enterprise, should it be entered upon, * 
sume such an attitude that I may not be the means of impeding the operations 0! 
the Board in what they have already begun, nor of impairing, for a moment, the 


confidence of any portion of our brethren. 
In closing this communication it would be extreme ingratitude were I to cas! 


a cloud over the fair prospect, which { am permitted to enjoy, of confirmed healt, 
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and in view of what may await me, I cannot but advert to the animating conside 
ration that the objects which the Board are cherishing have a PaTReN whose wis- 
dom and resources are infinite, and that whenever he removes individuals from 
his service, it is a very easy thing for him to cail forth other and better instru- 
ments.

This letter was referred to the Committee on the subject of the Theologicat 
institution. 

The Committee appointed on the subject of the Institution for educating young 
men approved by the churches as candidates for the gospel ministry, reported : 

‘That as the Board, in August last, at a large and special meeting, presented to 
the churches and brethren of our denomination a Plan for their perusal and con- 
sideration; as the members who then attended were more numerous than at the 
present meeting; and as several members of the Board, who had designed being 
now present, have, in the providence of God, been prevented, particularly brother 
Semple of Virginia, by personal indisposition, and brother Cone of Alexandria, by 
domestic, your Committee are of opinion, that it is inexpedient to enter, at the 
present session, into any discussion of the parts of said Plan, but that it be re- 
ferred to the serious review of the Convention at their meeting in Philadelphia in 
April next. 

That to said meeting be referred the cammunications from brethren Semple, 
Mercer, Posey, the Committee of the churches of the Charleston Association, 
signed by the Rev. Dr. Furman, &c. &c.; when, any difference of opinion relative 
to the previous qualifications of the students, the period of their continuance, 
the location of the Seminary, the permanent apoeintment of the necessary officers, 
&e. will, without doubt, engage the attentive consideration of the Convention. , 

That as the low state of health of the worthy and much esteemed Professor of 
Languages and Biblical Literature, compels him, for a while, to retire from the 
labours of instruction, a circumstance which the committee deeply deplores, and 
which, they trust, the God of mercy will soon remove, a suitable character be 
sought to fill, for a time, his important station. 

That the Rev. Dr. Staughton be respectfully and affectionately requested te 
continue his services in the Institution. 

That a young brother of the name of Robinson, residing at Pittsburg, and a 
member of the church in that place, be encouraged to come to Philadelphia, 
agreeably to his request, and prosecute his studies. 

That the Corresponding Secretary be requested to write to Mr. James M‘Aboy, 
who has applied for advice relative to his education, who is in a sphere of consi- 
derable usefulness, and is also acquiring the Latin and Greek Languages, and 
state that it is the opinion of the Board, that he appears called by Divine Provi- 
dence, to pursue his studies in his present situation. 

The Committee beg leave to mention, that the officers of the Institution have 
succeeded in obtaining upwards of THREE HUNDRED volumes towards a library, be- 
sides $ 53 60 in money, of which last sum $ 18 45 have been expended in books, 


as per the following account

They recommend that the thanks of the Board be tendered them for these ser- 
vices, and that they be requested to continue similar endeavours. 

The above report was read over by sections, and unanimously adopted. 

The following is the answer of the Board to the note of Professor Chase. 


Dear Sir, 
Your communication of the 29th has been duly received, and laid before 
the Board of Missicns. 

Assure yourself, Sir, of the sympathies of the Board under your present indis- 
position, and their fervent wishes for your speedy and perfect restoration. 

The plan you have conceived of visiting Europe, with a view of accomplishing 
several important objecis, they have seriously considered. How far the voyage 
would contribute to the restoration of your health, they are not able to conjec- 
ture. They have, however, long considered an exposition of the circumstances of 
the German Baptists, the cultivating an intercourse with them, and bringing their 
latent energies into extensive action, occurrences greatly to be desired, and they 
have no doubt, from the Knowledge you possess of the German language, and 
from the deep imterest your heart has taken in this service, that you would be 
able to accomplish something of importance. The judicious purchase of books 
useful fer the Institution, would, without question, be aided by a European visit. 
The principal difficulties that the Board experience, result from the impractica- 
bility of appropriating any of the mission funds to the object of visiting the Bap- 
tisis in Germany, and the present insufficiency of Education funds for effecting 
purchases to any material extent. 

Should you, Sir, on vour own foundation, or from funds drawn from other 
sources, enter on a voyage to Europe, the Board will, with pleasure, supply any 
credentials you may deem expedient, and be pleased to recognize you as a Pro- 
fessor of the Institution, their friend and their brother. As soon as a kind Pro- 
vidence shall conduct you to convalescence, they will be happy in your resuming, 
without delay, the labours of your Professorship. 

In offering this communication, 1 cannot deny myself the pleasure of expressing 
my cheerful recollections of the mutual aim and harmony that have attended our 
endeavours since we have mutually laboured in the Institution, and to renew the 
assurances of my most affectionate regards.

The committee on the communication from brother Rice, reported : 

That said communication is highly satisfactory ; the concerns of the Zuminary 
appear prosperous, and the state of things in general, in relation to the objects of 
the Board, exhibits a favourable aspect. The suggestions relative to the Theolo- 
gical Institution, they need not here remark upon, as that subject is before the 
Board and the churches, and will be, no doubt, fully discussed at the time of the 
next Convention, They cannot close, however, without observing that they con- 
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sider the labours of brother h'ce the past year, deserving the thanks of the Board, 
and of the friends of the Ki: ¢dom of the Son of God, in general. 

The report of the commitice was unanimously adopted. 

Communications from brethren Cushman, Sommers and Davis, appointed to 
collect funds for the Institution designed for improving the education of the 
ministry, were received. 

Mr. Cushman expresses regret that indisposition rendered it impracticable for 
him to fulfil the service to the extent he had designed. He obtained some aid to 
the object; expended about 7 dollars travelling, which, with his time, he tenders 
to the Board. 

Mr. Sommers succeeded in constituting a Society for this purpose at White 
Creek, where he collected $9 07—subscriptions collected, $3 50—amount of 
subscriptions in this Society at present, say about $50 per annum. Another Socie- 
ty in Hudson, where the collection amounted to § 7 90—subscriptions paid ¥ 5 50 
—annual subscriptions, § 23 50—donations from different individuals, § 35 18. 
Another Society in Shaftsbury, where the collection after sermon was $14 05 
—annual subscriptions $14. Whole amount collected § 75 203—Annual 
subscription $ 87 5(@. In the conclusion he observes, ‘‘ I have travelled 230 
miles in eleven days, and expended for horse hire, turnpikes, &c. ten dollars 
which the Board will oblige me by accepting.” 

Mr. Davis collected $196 28}. His expenses amounted to § 27 564,—of which, 
he accepted only $16 56, and gives his time without compensation. 

Communications of a very satisfactory nature were received from the Rev. Tho- 
mas Henderson, Clerk of the Superintending Committee for the management of 
the Indian school in Kentucky. The Board highly appreciate the zeal of their 
western brethren for the reformation of the Aborigines of our country, and re- 
joice that the school consecrated to this benevolent purpose, offers a prospect 
so animating to their hopes. They are wetrpieased with the accounts rendered, 
as taken from the cash book of the Committee. 

Resolved, unanimously, That the thanks of this Board be presented to their 
brethren and friends in Baltimore, for their hospitable and affectionate atten- 
tions during its session in this city. 

In the evening of the following Sabbath a missionary sermon was delivered by 
the Rev. Dr. Staughton, in the meeting house of the First Baptist Church in Bal. 
timore, and at the same time by the Rev. Mr. Peckworth in the Baptist meeting 
house at the Point. In both places collections were taken, 


NOTE ON THE FOLLOWING TABLES, 

Besides the following table of 140 associations, may be mentioned the Sabbatarian General 
Conference, having, as by the latest minutes of that body which have come to hand, 10 churches, 
11 ministers, and 1934 members. ‘There are also many unassociated churches. in our country, 
and many who deviate in some less important respeets from those things wich distinguish and 
characterize the main body of the baptists in the United States. ‘The Rev, Mr, Willey, Corres. 
ponding Secretary of the Shaftsbury association, has furnished the following statement of those, 
of the description just referred to, in that quarter : 

“There are within the bounds of this association, and belonging to no other, ten baptist 
churches of our faith and order, containing about 785 members. I have taken considerable pains, 
and give the number nearly, if not quite aceurate. Seven ordained ministers not on minutes, 
Also there are three baptist churches called open or free communion, containing 355 members and 
two ministers. Also, two seventh day baptist churches, containing 250 members.” 

From this it should seem that a considerable aggregate of unassociated churches would be found 
in the United States, enough undoubtedly, to swell the main body of the denomination, united, 
generally speaking, in the same distinguishing views, to considerably more than 200,000 members. 

Mr. Willey is ®ntitled to our grateful thanks for furnishing the above statement; and it is 
earnestly requested, that all the Corresponding Secretaries of the Associations, and those to 
whom Circulars for thg Associa¥ons are sent, wall be equally particujar in their communications

The Rev. Samuel R. Green, the latter part of Wmter, and early in the Spring, 
spent five weeks and five days, in the same kind of service, principally in New 
Jersey and Delaware.

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From this it appears that fifty-eight Associations, out of one hundred and forty, 
fittle more than ove third of the whole number, have received the last year $7816 
98; but some of these have no other object than printing their own minutes, and 
some small additional expenditures. What, then, might not be accomplished, if all 
the associations possessed the same spirit of expanded, ardent benevolence, which 
some of them display / Others, besides the ones here mentioned, are doing worthily, 
whose last minutes have not come to hand; and some, whose minutes have come to 
hand, have not reported all that they are attempting for the cause of Zion; and 
among them also are many mission societies, whose exertions and successes are 
not detailed in the association minutes. 

How many mission societies, and female mite societies, have been formed the 
past year, cannot here be stated. An account of all of themin the United States, 
as nearly accurate as practicable, may be expected in the ensuing annual Report, 
after the meeting of the Convention, to be held in Philadelphia the last Wednes- 
day in April next. 

Several education societies have been originated, having special regard to the 
Theological Institution, connected with the Board. Besides those mentioned by 
Mr. Sommers, see p. 247, a Female Education Society has been constituted in the 
Sansom street church and congregation, which has already collected upwards of 
200 dollars, besides various articles of clothing and of furniture, for the students 
and the Institution. And one also by the ladies of Lexington, Kentucky, with 
highly favourable prospects ; and, perhaps, others, information of which has not 
yet been communicated. 








MISSIONARY INTELLIGENCE. 


MISSION TO BURMAH. 
From Mr. Judson to the Cor. Secretary, dated Madras, May 28, 1818. 


IN former letters [ have stated my circumstances at the close of last year, and 
the reasons which induced me to leave Rangoon on a visit to Chittagong—parti- 
cularly the prospect of a direct passage, and speedy return in the same ship, an 
opportunity of very rare occurrence in Rangoon, 

Since that time a series of unexpected provicences have befallen me, which, 
though uninteresting in detail, must be briefly mentioned, in order to account 
for my present situation. 

When we left Rangoon, December 25th, we expected a passage of ten or twelve 
days. At the expiration of a month, however, by .weason of contrary winds, and 
the unmanageableness of the ship in the difficult navigation along the coast, we 
found ourselves still at a great distance from port; and the season being so far 
advanced, as to deprive us of the hope of more favourable winds, the captain and 
supercargo agreed on a change of the ship’s destination, and made sail for 
Madras. 

Previous to leaving the coast, we put into Cheduba, a place under Burman 
government, for a supply of provisions. I was unable to go ashore, but took the 
opportunity of sending a tract by the boat. It happened to be conveyed directly 
to the governor, and he ordered it read in his presence. Soon after, when our 
Captain had an audience, the governor inquired after the writer of the tract—who 
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he was, and how long he had been in the country. The captain evaded some 
questians, for fear of detention, I suppose, and merely stated that the writer was 
n foreigner, who had resided in Rangoon about four years. “No,” replied the 
governor, “that is not to be credited. You cannot make me believe that a fo. 
reigner, in so short a time, has learnt to'write the language so well. It must 
have been written by some other person.” The captain related this to me on his 
return—I felt purticularly gratified by this testimony to the perspicuity of the 
style, and thought it not unworthy of mentioning, because it could not be sus. 
pected, as others which had been made to me personally, of having been a mere 
compliment. 

The ship's destination was changed on the 26th of January. We retraced our 
course for a few days, and then stood to the westward. It was with the most 
bitter feelings, that I witnessed the entire failure of my undertaking, and saw the 
summits of the mountains of Arracan, the last indexes of my country, sinking in 
the horizon, and the ship stretching away to a distant part of India, which I had 
no wish to visit, and where [had no object to obtain. It was, however, some 
mitigation of my disappointinent, that I should, in all probability, be «able to re. 
turn to Rangoon, and resume my missionary business much earlier, than if} had 
visited Chittagong. But even the consolation of this hope was not long allowed 
me. We had, indeed, a quick passage across the bay; but, on drawing near the 
Coromandc} coast, the wind and current combined to prevent our further progress, 
and at the expiration of another month, having for a long time subsisted on no- 
thing scarcely but rice and water, and being now reduced to very short allowance, 
we concluded to make sail for Misulipatam, a port north of Madras, which we 
doubted not we should be able to reach in a very few days. In this, again, we 
were disappointed, and through the unmanageableness of the ship, or the mis- 
management of the captain, were detained at sea nearly another month. During 
this period, we were sometimes in great distress, deeming ourselves very fortu- 
nate, when able to get a bag of rice, or a few buckets of water from any native 
vessel which happened to pass. Once we sent the long boat to the shore, and 
obtained a considerable supply of water, which was a great relief. But of rice 
we could obtain no sufficient supply, and all other articles of provision were 
quite out of the question. 

The low state to which T was at length reduced, occasioned a partial return of 
the disorder of my head and eyes, to which | was suiject two years ago. This, 
with other circumstances united, left me no other suurce of consolation but re- 
signation to the will of God, and an unreserved surrender of all to his care; and 
praised be his name, I found more consolation and happiness in communion with 
God, and in the enjoyments of religion, than I had ever found, in more prosperous 
circumstances. 

Finally, we did reach Masulipatam, and I left the ship on the 18th of March, 
twelve weeks after embarking at Rangoon. I waited at Masuly a few days, until 
it was ascertained that the ship would unlade her cargo, and remain several 
months. And as there was no prospect, that season, of reaching Madras by sea, 
the only port on the coast where I could hope to find a vessel bound to Rangoon, 
I was under the necessity of taking a journey by !and—distance about three 
hundred miles. I accordingly hired a palanquin and bearers, and arrived here 
the 8th of April. My first aim was, of course, the beaeh, and my first inquiry, 3 
vessel bound to Rangoon. But my chapter of disappointments was not yet finish- 
ed. No vessel had sailed for Rangoon this year, and sucb, it was understood, 
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was the unsettled state of the Burman country, that none would probably venture 
fur some time to come. . 

Here I have remained ever since, under very trying circumstances. Have 
scarcely heard from Rangoon, since I left, or been able to transmit any inteldi- 
gence thither, by a conveyance to be depended on. ‘The weakness of my eyes 
prevents my application to study, Or attempt at any exertion. I am making no 
progress in missionary work, I am distressed by the appalling recollection of the 
yarious business which was pressing on me at Rangoon, and made me very reltct- 
ant to leave home for the shortest time. Now, Lave been detained twice as 
jong as I anticipated, and have, withal, wholly failed in my undertaking. Where, 
my rebellious heart is ready to cry, where is the wisdom of all this? But it is wise, 
though blindness cannot apprehend. It is best, though unbelief is disposed to 
murmur. Be still, my soui, and know that He is Gop. 


From the same to the Cor. Secretary, dated Rangoon, October 9, 1818. 


My last was dated Madras, May 28, 1818. At that place I remained waiting 
for a conveyance to Rangoon, until the 20th of July, when I took passage on an 
English vessel, at one hundred and sixty-seven rupees. During my stay in Mad- 
ias, [ experienced great kindness and hospitality in the families of the Rev. Mr. 
Thomson, chaplain; and the Rev. Mr. Loveless, missionary; and reccived such 
proofs of Christian affection from many dear friends, as rendered parting with 
them very painful, though my detention in Madras had, in other respects, been 
almost insupportable. We anchored at the mouth of Rangooa river, on the 20th 
of August. The next morning, when the pilot came on board, I was overwhelmed 
with the intelligence, that, on account of the dangerous situation of affairs, the 
mission had been broken up, and that Mr. Hough and family, and Mrs. Judson, 
had taken passage for Bengal. ‘lo my great relief, however, it was added, that, 
before the ship left the river, Mrs. Judson’s reluctance to leave the place, had so 
increased, as to force her back to the mission house alone, and further, that the 
ship, being found unfit for sea, was still dctained. On my arrival, 1 found that brother 
Hough was inclined to pursue his original plan. His reasons, he will, doubtless, 
communicate to the Board. It is expected thai the vessel will be ready for sea in 
about a fortnight. 

The brethren Colman and Wheelock and their wives, arrived the 19th of Sep- 
tember, about six weeks after my return. We had, I can truly say, a most juy- 
ful meeting. You have never secn them, or it would be unnecessary to add, that 
they are four lovely persons, in every sense of Une word, and appear to have much 
ofan humble prayerful spirit. Such being their interesting appearance, we regret 
nove deeply to find, that the health of the brethren is so fecble. ‘They have both 
had a slight return of bleeding at the lungs, an old complaint to which they were 
subject in America. May the Lord graciously restore and preserve them ! 

A few days after their arrival, L introduced them into the presence of the vice. 
roy. He received us with marked attention; which, however, must be ascribed 
to the influence of a handsome present, which went before us. Though survound- 
ed with many officers, he suspended all business for a time, examined the pre- 
sent, and condescended to make several inquiries. On being told, that the new: 
teachers desired to take refuge in his glory, and remain in Rangoon, he repice, 
Let them stay, let thein stay: und let your wife bring their wives, that L way ss¢ 
them all. We then made our obeisance and retired. 
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The examination which brother Hough sustained during my absence, and the per- 
secution of the Roman Catholic padres, have made us feel more deeply than ever, 
the precarious situation of this mission, and the necessity of proceeding with the 
utmost caution, It was only through the favour of the viceroy, that the padres 
were allowed to remain here, when they arrived from Ava, under sentence of 
banishment. And it is only through his mediation, and the influence of large 
presents made to the king, that the order of banishment is reversed, if indeed 
it be reversed, a report not yet confirmed. One malicious intimation to the king, 
would occasion our banishinent; and banishment, as the Burmans tell us, is no 
small thing,—being attended with confiscation of all property, and such various 
abuses, as would make us deem ourselves happy to escape with our lives, 

Such a situation may appear somewhat alarming to a person accustomed to the 
liberty and safety of a free government. But, let us remember, that it has been the 
lot of the greater part of mankind to live under a despotic government, devoid of ail 
security for life or property a single moment. Let us remember, that the Son of 
God chose to become incarnate under the most unprincipled and cruel despot that 
ever reigned. And, shall any disciple of Christ refuse to do a little service for his 
Saviour, under a governinent where his Saviour would not have refused to live 
and die for his sou}? God forbid. Yet faith is sometimes weak -—flesh and blood 
soinetimes repine. O, for grace to strengthen faith, to animate hope, to elevate 
affection, to embolden the soul, to enable us to look danger and death in the face ; 
still more, to behold, without repining, those most dear to us, suffering fears and 
pains, which we would gladly have redoubled on ourselves, if it would exonerate 
them. 

We feel encouraged by the thought, that many of the dear children of God re. 
member us at the Mercy seat. Po vour prayers I desire once more to commend 
myself, the weakest, the most unqualified, the most unworthy, and the most un- 
successtul of all missionaries. 





MISSION TO AFRICA. 


THE friends of human happiness will be gratified in marking the decisive ten- 


dency of some great proceedings of the present auspicious period in favour of the 
abused and subjugated population of the benighted land of Ham. — To this.coun- 


try uf debasement and misery, the Board have conceived it their duty to under- 
take a mission. Two coloured brethren of the baptist church in Richmond, Va. 
they feel pleasure in announcing to the public as suitabie subjects of their patron- 
age for this benign purpose. ‘These brethren, it is expected, will sail in the 
full ‘or the land of their forefathers, to publish the gospel of peace and salvation, 
promoting, at the same time, the great and merciful designs of the American 
Colonization Socicty. 

The reasons for commencing a mission of this nature, the Board cannot better 
suggest than by presenting to the public the following communication from the 
Rey. Mr. Brown to the Corresponding Secretary, dated, 

Washington, April 1, 1819. 
DEAR SIR, 

A meeting of the Board of Managers of the Colonization Society, was held 
yesterday, and as one of the Board, | was present. The practicability of obtain- 
ing territory in Africa, of good soil and healthy climate, is no longer problemati-

eal. A law of the last session of Congress, places it in the power of the execu- 
tive to further the views of the Society; and the President has expressed his 
readiness to co-operate, so far as a fair construction of the legislative provisions 
of the government will justify. 

The Rev. William Mead is elected agent of the Society, to reside at this place, 
and to travel abroad for the purpose of soliciting donations, &c. Mr. Mead is an 
episcopal clergyman, of liberal views, and a man of real piety. A committee is ap- 
pointed to confer with him upon such measures as shall be best adapted to effect 
the object of the institution, and to select a suitable number of the descendants 
of Africa, who shall voluntarily cffer, and shall give satisfactory testimonials of 
their moral character and industrious habits, to sail for Africa in October or No- 
vember next, in a vessel to be sent by the Society, with an agent, who will pro- 
eure the territory by purchase from the natives, and commence the settlement. 

I have this morning received a letter from our brother William Crane, a very 
worthy and respectable member of the baptist church at Richmond, Va. some 


extracts from which I will here copy. 


* Richmond, March 28, 1819. 

* You will probably recollect, that I introduced you to two of our coloured 
brethren in this place, who are accustomed to speak in public; one named Collin 
Teague, the other Lot Carey. Ever since the missionary subject has been so much 
ayitated in this country, these two brethren, associated with many others, have 
been wishing they could, in some way, aid their unhappy kindred in Africa; and I 
suppose you have heard of their having formed a missionary society for this sole 
purpose. Some letters published in No. VI. of the Luminary, have served to 
awaken them effectually. They are now determined to go themselves to Africa; 
and the only questions with them are, in what way will it be best for them to 
proceed ? and what previous steps are requisite to be taken? They think it ne- 
cessary to spend some time in study first. They both possess industry and abii- 
ties, such as, with the blessing of Providence, would soon make them rich. Itis 
but two or three years since either of them enjoyed their freedom; and both have 
paid large sums for their families. They now possess but little, except a zealous 
wish to go and do what they can. Brother Lot has a wife, and several little 
children. He has a place a little below Richmond, that cost him $1500, but 
will probably not sell for more than $1000 at this time. Brother Collin has a wife, 
a son 14 years of age, and a daughter of 11, for whom he has paid $1300, and 
has scarcely any thing left. Both their wives are baptists; their children, amia- 
ble and docile, have been to school considerably ; and I hope, if they go, will 
likewise be of service. Collin is a saddler and harness maker. He had no early 
education. The little that he has gained, has been by chance and peace-meal. 
He has judgment, and as much keenness of penetration as almost any man. He can 
read, though he is not a good reader, and can write so as to make out a letter, 
The little knowledge he has of figures, has been gained by common calculations 
in business. Lot was brought up on a farm ; and for a number of years has been 
chief manager among the labourers in the largest tobacco ware house in this city. 
He has charge of receiving, marking and shipping tobacco ; and the circumstance 
that he receives $700 a-year wages may help you to form an estimate of the man. 
He reads better than Collin, and is in every respect a better scholar. They have 
been trying tou preach about ten or cleven years, and are both abont forty years 
of age.

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“ They would be glad to receive the patronage of some public body, and wish 
advice how to proceed. I had thought of addressing the Corresponding Secretary 
on their behalf, for the patronage of the American Baptist Mission Society; but 
again thought, that the Colonization Society might be pleased with taking them 
under their care, and that their mission might bear a more imposing aspect under 
the auspices of this society than it would with the baptists alone. But should 
they go under the Colonization Society, they would still feel themselves attached 
to the mission cause, and would wish some connexion with the general Board. 
We are desirous of your thoughts upon the subject. Ina little time they can be rea. 
dy toengage. They would goto Sierra Leone, but will submit that to the decision 
of their patrons, It would, I suppose, be somewhere between the tropics, on the 
western coast. Their object is to carry the tidings of salvation to the benighted 
Africans. They wish to be where their colour will be no disparagement to their 
usefulness. I suppose the funds of our African Mission Society here, after their 
next meeting, on Monday after Easter, will probably amount to $600, which I 
believe the society will be willing to appropriate to the aid of their brethren 
should they go. Brother Bryce will also write to you on this subject.” 


Thus, you will see, from the proceedings of the Colonization Society, compared 
with the above extract from the letter of brother Crane, a striking indication of 
the design of Divine Providence, to illuminate the dark regions of the sons of Ham, 
From the formation of the Colonization Society, I have been unshaken in the be. 
lief, that God designed it as a means of erecting the standard of the gospel upon 
the shores of Africa. We have followec the good example of our English breth- 
ren in Asia, and shall we not labour with them also for the fulfilment of that pre. 
diction, “‘ Ethiopia shall soon stretch out her hands to God.” I shall lose no 
time in laying the subject before the Committee appointed by the Board; and 
have no doubt but they will very readily receive, and convey these brethren to 
Africa. But the Colonization Society is not formed for missionary purposes ; and 
it will not, probably, comport with the views of the Society, in furthering its ob- 
ject, to extend support to any denomination, under the character of missionaries. 
The course to be pursued, appears perfectly plain to my mind ; but to attempt to 
mark out the plan, and recommend to the general Board of Missions, would not 
become me. I therefore submit the facts to you, as the organ of that Board, 
in the full conviction, that the proper measures will be adopted to embrace 
these favourable occasions for spreading the glad tidings. 1 hope it will be. 
come a subject of immediate deliberation with you, and I shall be happy to re- 
ceive, as early as practicable, your views upon the subject. If you think any 
possible benefit could arise to the great cause, from my being in Baltimore at 
the meeting of the Board this month, tell me so, and I will be happy to be pre- 
sent, as it will not. be attended with any great inconvenience. The arrangements 
effected betwixt our eastern and western brethren, are regarded as a propitious 
event. A general union of our denomination in America, and concentration of 
our resources, if wisely managed, will result in something great, and worthy the 
cause we profess. Ifthe establishment of a mission in Africa, under such favoura- 
ble auspices as the Colonization Society will present, shall meet the views of the 
general missionary Board, I have no doubt that it will find ample support, and 
prove the eternal salvation of thousands yet unborn. The Lord is opening the door 
and bids us labour in his vineyard. O how-inscrutable are the ways of God! 
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Man is torn from his kindred, and dragged by barbarous hands to a distant, un- 
known country, to wear the shackles of slavery among men of strange language 
and complexions, where no friendly hand can soothe his anguish, nor pitying eye 
mingle with his the tear of commiseration. But the mystery begins to unfold, 
and develop a design worthy of God. From these victims of oppression, whose 
cries are heard in heaven, God is raising up a seed to return to the land of their 
progenitors, bearing the gospel of salvation, and illuminating with beams of truth 
and mercy the regions of darkness. Our cup has too long been sweetened with 
their blood. It is time to begin the work of benevolence. The voice of mercy 
and of justice conspire to call us from indolence and cupidity. 

I had forgotten to mention, that a government vessel will sail for Africa, and an 
agent from government to reside in Africa, at such place as the society shall pno- 
cure, at the same time that the vessel of the society shall sail. For my own part, 
I have no great doubt of the success of the undertaking. 


Wirt peculiar satisfaction this opportunity is seized on to record, em- 
phatically, an expression of profound regard forthat exalted combination of talent 
and of benevolence, consecrated in THE AMERICAN COLONIZATION SOCIETY to 
the most noble of purposes. This Society, formed by distinguished citizens of 
the United States, in the second annual Report of its Board of Managers, fur- 
nishes the most convincing and happy presages and pledges of the dignified, use- 
ful and glorious career, which, in the allotments of Divine Providence, it seems 
destined to pursue. The Report and its valuable appendix, are replete with doc- 
uments, and facts, and observations, and estimates, of the greatest interest and 
importance. In relation to a point of no common moment to the welfare of man- 
kind, the Managers remark : 

“In the distribution of free colonies along the coast of Africa frequented by 
the slave ships, and the employment of a suitable naval force to guard its peace, 
the Managers believe that the most efficient, if not the only adequate remedy, 
will be provided for enforcing the existing laws of the United States against the 
African slave trade. 

“ The Managers, sensibly impressed with the inefficacy of the present laws 
against this abominable traffic, and firmly persuaded that its entire abolitiun is 
essential to the success of the leading objects of the Society, ofler no apology for 
having dwelt so long upon this branch of their report, nor for having enlarged its 
appendix, by the admission of several documents, that manifest the extent to 
which this cruel and iniquitous trade is still pursued by citizens of the United 
States. 

*“ The numerous, respectable, and concurrent authorities, to which the Mana. 
gers have resorted in their endeavour to acquire all the knowledge which is at- 
tainable of the western coast of Africa, have augmented their desire to liberate 
its artless, docile, and amiable inhabitants, from the chains of slavery and super. 
stition, in which the oppression and ignorance of so many ages have fast bound 
them. In the climate, soil, productions, and general health of this much injured 
country, there is every inducement toa zealous prosecution of the experiment 
which the Society have begun. 

“ That 2 colony of the free people of colour of the United States may he planted 
and protected on the western coast of Africa, at little comparative expense, can 
no longer be questioned. Should it prosper in its future growth, the extent of 
the blessings to which that prosperity may lead, as regards the civilization of 
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Africa, the happiness of the free people of colour, and the reduction of the num. 
ber of slaves in America, no human sagacity can either foresee or compute. It js 
the duty of man to obey the Divine will by labouring to achieve all the good with. 
in the compass of his limited capacity, and to trust, with humble but zealous con. 
fidence, for the success of his efforts in the superintending providence of God.” 


From the Journal of the lamented Samvext J. Mitus, who, with Mr. Bur. 
gess, visited Africa as agent of the Society, as well as from the numerous other 
documents in the appendix, much valuable information may be derived. Just be. 
fore leaving that quarter, Mr. Mills observes, dated, 

“ Sierra Leone, Monday, 18th May, 1818, 

* I have now visited most of the villages in the colony. The population of the 
colony is nearly twelve thousand. The schools are ina flourishing state, accom. 
modating nearly two thousand children. Each village has a superintendent, who 
is a clergyman or school master. Each village has a place of worship, where 
prayers are made, morning and evening, in the presence of the people. The 
Sabbath is observed through the colony. The governor is justly esteemed as a 
father and patron of the colony. He makes great exertions for its improvement. 

“ | am every day more convinced of the practicability and expediency of estab. 
lishing American colonies on this coast.” 


Ir is much regretted that our limits will not allow more copious extracts to be 
introduced, and particularly the insertion entire of the luminous “ Report of the 
committee of the House of Representatives of the United States” on this subject, 

Already the benefits of the Society begin to be realized, and bleeding humani- 
ty, in some instances, is permitted to exchange the tears of grief and despair, 
for those of gratitude, and hope, and joy. The worthy Agent of the Board of 
Managers, the Rev. Wm. Mean, is now at the south, and has succeeded in making 
arrangements for the liberation of a number of those unhappy victims of cruelty, 
who were liable to be sold, under the regulations of the government of Georgia, 
on account of their having been introduced into that state contrary to the laws 
of the United States. If room for it could be allowed, it would be gratifying to 
present to our readers the whele of his interesting letter to the Secretary of the 
Society. 








MISSION TO ST. LOUIS. 
Letter from Messrs. Peck and Weich to the Cor. Sec. dated St. Louis, Feb. 18, 1819. 


WE think it due the Board to inform them, that owing to the almost incredi- 
ble expense attending the residence of both of our families in this village, we 
have been seriously contemplating for months, the propriety of removing one 
of them to the country, or some less expensive situation, or at least to one where 
the prospects of lessening our expense by our own individual exertions may ap- 
pear more favourable. 

We have no intention of abandoning this, which we esteem one of the most im- 
portant fields for missionary labour in this western world. This we could not do 
without betraying public confidence, and subjecting the little church with which 
we are connected, to pecuniary difficulties, in consequence of our attempts to build 
the Lord’s house.

Brother Peck has been absent on itinerant and missionary service through dif- 
erent parts of the territory for four months, a few days excepted, and will start 
again this afternoon, with an expectation of being absent until the first of March. 

We have reason to believe, that for the last two months there have been indi- 
viduals in our little congregation who have felt the power of divine truth, and 
occasionally have manifested a strong desire to “ see Jesus.” Fathers and broth- 
ers, pray for us, that the gospel may have free course and be glorified. This is 
avery important era in the history of the western churches. A few years will ef- 
fect much. Public lands are selling, and emigrants from almost every part of 
the world are settling. Each possessed of his own prejudices, we may ration- 
ally conclude that there is great diversity of opinion on the subject of religion. 

At such a crisis as this, a few zealous and devoted men, with the blessing of 
God, may do much good. We feel the importance of working while it is day. 


From the same to the Cor. Sec. dated St. Louis, Murch 4, 1819. 


THROvGH you, as the proper medium of communication, we desire to lay before 
the Board the following statement, exhibiting a brief review of our past efforts 
and the result, together with some outlines of that course which it appears to us 
ought to be pursued for some time to come. 

Upon arriving in St. Louis, which was pointed out by the Board as the field 
where we should commence our labours, onr first effort was to ascertain the state 
of things in its immediate vicinity, and to open a small school. A few weeks’ re- 
sidence in the place made us acquainted with several pious persons, professors of 
our denomination, with whom we soon associated in constituting a church. This 
took place February 8, 1818. Occupying our school room as a place of meet- 
ing, it soon appeared too small to contain the number who assembled to hear the 
gospel. This circumstance, together with the general desire of the public for a 
more commodious place, induced the church to attempt the erection of a meet- 
ing house. The subscription that was soon raised, fully justified the under- 
taking. Accordingly a lot was purchased, and contracts made with builders. 

At the time these efforts commenced, some encouraging appearances presented 
in the conviction and conversion of several individuals. 

The degraded situation of the Africans, and the importance of some exertion 
to deliver them from the thraldom of sin and guilt, induced us to open a Sunday 
school, which, though small at first, soon increased to a large number, so that at 
one period upwards of ninety were on the list. As the moral and religious im- 
provement of these children of Ham was the object of the school, we soon had 
the satisfaction to see our labour was not in vain. Not only was a visible change 
produced in the morals of a number, but some were found under convictions for 
sin. Ofthese several have manifested a hope, who by their fruits evince their 
love to the Redeemer. Others are still anxiously inquiring ; while some few, 
who at first appeared serious, have turned back. 

Occasional excursions into the country gave us a knowledge of the low state of 
religion, and pointed out the necessity of some public exertion to induce the 
churches already existing in the country, and those persons friendly to the promo- 
tion of religion and literature, to enter into a system of efforts to disperse the light 
of the gospel through these dark regions. A plan was exbibited to three associ- 
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ations, which, after securing their approbation, was adopted as the CONStitutio;, 
of the “ United Society for the spread of the Gospel.” Three objects are em. 
braced in this institution;—the employment of itinerating missionaries ; the 
promotion of common schools, and the education of pious men called to the work 
of the ministry ; the moral and religious improvement of the Indians. 

Though this socicty is in its infancy, and for some time to come its efforts mus; 
be very limited, yet we hope, by the blessing of God, it will become the herald of 
good news to multitudes ready to perish. Since its formation the labours of on 
of us have been directed to its promotion, while the other has devoted himself ty 
the charge of our school and other concerns in St. Louis. 

Besides the church in St. Louis four others have been constituted, all of which, 
though small, are in harmony, and we hope will increase. 

In relation to our school department :—Our principal school in St. Louis has 
been a little fluctuating. Some part of the time the number has been large. In the 
fall and winter it has been more limited. Rent and other incidental expenses have 
prevented this pursuit from producing much real profit to defray our family ex. 
penses, though some avails have been realized. Motives of charity induced us to 
receive a few French children gratis last summer. Two other schools, partly 
through our efforts, have been established, the profits of which are enjoyed by the 
teachers as their compensation. One of 30 scholars in the settlement of Gravois, 
St. Louis county, taught by Mr. Shubael Marsh, the other in Montgomery coun. 
ty, of 14 scholars, by Mr. James Greenhalgh, son of the Rev. John Greenhalgh 
of Kentucky. These schools are under good regulations, and meet the approba- 
tion of the people. 

In taking this retrospect of our past labours, it is necessary to exhibit the re. 
sult of our inguiries relative to the Indians. No opportunity has been omitted 
nor pains lost in forming an acquaintance with such as came within our reach, or 
of acquiring information of those more distant. Interviews have been obtained 
and counciis held with the “head men” of several nations who visited St. Louis 
during the last summer, and in most instances a disposition discovered itself to 
receive instruction and adopt habits of civilization. One of these tribes, partly 
through our friendly “ talks,” embraced the proposals of the Kentucky Mission- 
ary Society, and placed eight of their number under that institution. 

While adverting to the present state of mission concerns, our spirits do not flag, 
nor are our prospects obscured by any dark clouds. Though the meeting house 
in St. Louis is unfinished, and all our labours are so far from being comple- 
ted, that we view them as just commencing, yet we are not disposed to re- 
lax our pursuits, or leave any part of what we have been enabled to begin for un- 
certain and more distant prospects. Some appearances of seriousness are disco 
vered in our congregation, and a growing attention to public worship. On the 
whole we trust the same spirit which first put it into our hearts to labour for the 

promotion of the gospel will keep us from falling, and enable us to live and die 
missionaries of the Cross. 

Having taken a cursory view of the course that has been pursued, we beg leave 
to lay before the Board the following ouuine us a plan, which we think best tobe 
pursued for some time to come. 

I. In relation to the Indians. 

Although we feel no small desire to extend immediate relief to those benight- 
ed people, we are compelled to suspend any direct and enlarged efforts amongs'

Indian tribes, till more means and more missionaries can be obtained to enter the 
harvest. ’ 

Unhappy differences have recently taken place between the settlers on Salt 
River and the adjacent country, and the Sacks and Aioways—murders have been 
committed, and the Indians have removed their old men, wives and children far 
interior, which indicates hostile intentions. This state of things precludes the 
possibility of exertions amongst them for the present. 

The Indians on White and Black Rivers, in this territory, which have removed 
from Ohio, Indiana, and Illinois, are yet in an unsettled state. The Shawnees, 
Delawares, and other small bands nearer us, can, however, receive some attention 
with respect to schools, either directly from the Board, or by the means of the 
“United Society.” 

To ensure any great prospect of success our station must be fixed in the 
indian country. But if one of us should immediately remove thither, some 
part of our labours already begun must be relinquished, and usefulness in the 
settlements greatly abridged ; and the advantages anticipated in the formation 
of the * United Society” in a great degree lost. 

Il. In relation to St. Louis. 

It appears expedient that one of us should remove with his family from this 
town, and establish a schooi or academy somewhere else. This can be done 
without breaking our compact, under the name of the “ Western Mission.” It will 
ultimately save much expense, and the necessity of exertions in the surrounding 
country loudly calls for it. 

Ill. In relation to our school system. 

The great expense attendant on a school in St. Louis from the rent of rooms, 
ke.—the advantage of having a piece of land to cultivate—of erecting or procu- 
ring buildings to save rent in a literary institution—the advantage of receiving 
boarders at a moderate price from the country—of educating persons to become 
teachers—and particularly of an establishment where pious ministers may re- 
ceive some education, whose situation or circumstances would not permit them to 
avail themselves of the important Theological Seminary established under the 
direction of the Board, and the impossibility of obtaining these advantages in St. 
Louis, induce us to think a removal of our main school is necessary; and we 
think the town of St. Cuartes is the best calculated to secure these objects. 

This is a very healthy situation, and is a kind of central point from which 
communications may be made with most parts of this and the adjoining state 
of the Illinois. A very important field for missionary labour lies in every di- 
tection around it. 

IV. The particular course to be pursued. 

We submit to the Board whether it would not be expedient, and tend much 
to lessen the expense of this mission, if a sum was appropriated for the special 
purpose of procuring a tot on which to erect an academy and dwelling house, 
and to purchase from 20 to 50 arpents of land [an arpent is less than an acre] to 
be improved for family use. The great advantages of this will be more clearly 
seen when it is understood that rent, in about four years, would cover the expense 
of a small house, and that the rise of property in the same period would far 
exceed the most exorbitant interest from funds. 

If we possessed a Jot, improvements might be made at leisure, and from time 
‘o time, as the institution might be enabled to meet the expense. 
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With respect to the amount, the particulars we have stated will enable the 
Board to decide. It is supposed, however, that five or six hundred dollars for 
that speciul object would be sufficient. 

It will be extremely desirable and proper that we have the opinion of the 
Board, on the several subjects which this communication lays before them.

From John Buttolph to the Cor. Secretary, dated Northeast, January 22, 1819, 


IT is with diffidence of myself that I now attempt to address you at this im. 
portant crisis of duty; assured, however, of your indulgence, I shall proceed to 
lay before you the subject of this communication. 

It is four or five years since my mind was first roused in the cause of missions: 
since, I have had at different times the most solemn impressions of duty; but 
have given them up, again and again, from the consideration of deficiencies in my. 
self. In the year 1814, I was ordained an Evangelist, and spent the summer sea. 
son in travelling. In my first tour I spent a few weeks in Massachusetts and Con. 
necticut. In my second, I travelled to the west, visiting Shaftsbury, Otsego, 
Madison, Cayuga and Rensselaerville Associations—preached in the destitute 
places, and enjoyed peculiar satisfaction in feeding the sheep and lambs of Christ. 
But the poor state of health that attended me, together with frequent speaking, 
rendered it necessary for me to relinquish an object that lay so near my heart— 
On my return I engaged in teaching school, which had been my occupation for 
several years. While thus engaged, the destitute’parts of the world would often 
come under my observation, and excited such sensations that I could hardly con- 
tent myself: but no opportunity offered, in which I might pursue, with hopes 
of success, the object I had in view. In 1816, at the request of the church. in this 
place, I engaged in the pastoral duties of it, which is my present situation. 

During this period I have had impressions of going to the destitute, and at dif- 
ferent times the dealings of Providence greatly strengthened them on my mind ; 
until last spring I did not express my views to any one. Then my mind 
had become so agitated with the subject, that not only duty, but my happiness 
urged the necessity of disclosing to some one my impressions. Having had an 
opportunity of acquaintance with the Rev. John M. Peck, I addressed a letter 
to him, in which I gave a statement of my situation: in his answer he laid before 
me the destitute territories west of the Mississippi, together with the success of 
the mission. In our correspondence he has suggested the propriety of offering 
myself to the Board—in his last letter he stated that he should address the 
Board, and mention my name. I hope he has not exaggerated in my favour, nor 
excited too high expectations of one who possesses so little. Should Providence 
still favour, at a suitable time, I should in a more full communication, proceed to 
offer myself to the Board as a candidate for the western mission. Relative to 
acquirements, I can only say, that excepting some knowledge of the languages, 
my education is nothing more than common. 
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INDIAN SCHOOL. 


Amone the numerous plans which the inventive benevelence of the present times 
has put into operation for advancing human happiness, the Inpran Scuoot, estabs 
lished near the Great Crossings, Kentucky, it is believed, will not be one of the 
least efficient. The idea of educating Indian youth in the English language, in 


the midst of civilization and the blessings of an improved secial condition, offers - 


itself to view, not as the visionary dream of the imagination, but as the scber 
project of the understanding, calculated to produce the most substantial benefits to 
the aborigines of our country. ‘The experiment is now making on a plan, it is 
conceived, somewhat different from any that has yet been tried—that of not 
merely educating the young natives in our own language, and in those general 
rudiments and elementary parts of learning, which are a sort of common posses 
sion in our improved state of society, but, at the same time, as an essential part 
of the system, in the arts, and the industry, and the economy of civilized life.— 
This design relies for success on the same active and exalted benevolence which 
has given it existence. For its enlargement and prosperity much will depend on 
the wisdom with which it shall be conducted, and the bounteousness of the cha- 
ritable. Although objects which solicit the liberality of the public are greatly 
multiplied already, the Board cannot hesitate in making a distinct and solema 
appeal to that liberality on behalf of this school in Kentucky for educating young 
Indians. Nor can they, for a moment, sustain the burden of a doubt, that an en- 
lightened community will extend an ample patronage to this interesting object. 
The liberal deviseth liberal things, and by liberal things shall he stand ! 

The opening of the School offers a prespect in no common degree gratifying to 
the wishes of those who long for the arrival of the period when the wilderness 
and solitary place shall be glad, and when the desert shall rejoice, and blossom a¥ 
the rose. 

The following communications on this subject the Board find pleasure in 
presenting before tbe public. 


From the Rev. Mr. Henderson, Clerk of the Superintending Committee of thé 
Board, and Cor. Sec. of the Kentucky Mission Society, dated, 


Dear Str, Great Crossings, Ky. April 22, 1819. 

AGREEABLY to an order of the Committee appointed by the general Board 
to superintend the Indian School in Kentucky, I hasten to lay before you docu. 
ments and communications by which you will discover the state of affairs in this 
section of the country. Some time previous to the arrangements which have been 
so happily accomplished the past winter, the Rev. John H. Ficklin was appoint- 
ed agent to visit several Indian tribes in Illinois and the Missouri Territory, 
for the purpose of procuring some of their children to be educated in this state, 
His report is enclosed. 

On the arrival of Mr. Ficklin with the young Indians, measures were adopted 
for building houses, and providing food and raiment for them, and also a teacher 
to take charge of the school—consequently several convenient houses were erect- 
ed, and a teacher of good character employed. 

The school had been in operation a short time when we received your commu-- 
nication by the hand of brother Rice, and is still progressing beyond our mest 
Vor. L—N?®. VIII. 3F 
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sanguine expectations. Evidences abundantly multiply of practicability and suc. 
cess in this enterprising project of Indian reform. From the present flattering 
prospects we indulge strong hopes, that, with the patronage of the general Board, 
under the smiles of heaven, this will become a most flourishing institution. 

The total amount of debt created in starting the establishment is $784 44, in. 
cluding compensation to agents, travelling expenses with the Indians to Ken. 
tucky, building houses, &c. together with food and clothing sufficient for eight 
or nine months. About seven hundred dollars of this amount have been paid — 
That you may see the state of the funds, I send you an abstract from our cash 
book, and will also enclose you a copy of the proceedings of the Committee since 
its organization. 


Under date of the 15th, Mr. Henderson wrote again to say, 


Ssxcr writing on the 12th inst. in which I promised to furnish you with a copy 
of the proceedings of the committee, I find it will make too large a packet, and 
perhaps be of but little service. 

Just permit me to observe that the committee shortly after its appointment 
had a meeting, and elected Col. James Johnson, chairman, and myself, clerk. 

Every thing scems to harmonize extremely well. The Indian School excites a 


great deal of notice in this country.

CHEROKEE INDIANS. 


From Mr. Posey to the Cor. Sec. Waynesville, Haywood Co. (N. C.) March 11, 1819. 


WITH some difficulty I attempt writing to you once more. There are 50 
many subjects on whichI wish to write, that to do justice to every one 
would fill a volume instead of a letter; but 1 must make a few words suffice 
on ea sabject. And first, in regard to my labours in the service of the Board :— 
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My time was generally spent in a similar manner as it was before I wrote in 
June last, which seems to render it unnecessary to go the general round in the 
way of a journal. In June and July, I took a tour through a considerable part of 
the nation, in which I attended a council between the Indiang and governor 
M‘Minn of Tennessee, relating to the exchange of their land here for land over 
the Mississippi. At this talk, I had the opportunity of conversing a good deal 
with Mr. Charles Hicks, one of their principal chiefs, who is a man of consider- 
able information, and I trust a real Christian. He and some other natives have 
been baptized by the Rev. Mr. Gambold, the Moravian missionary at Spring» 
place. 

{ found a general anxiety prevailing among them for school establishments, as 
soon as'they can know what part of their land will be occupied by them. This 
they have still hoped would soon be known, and now, I understand, Mr. Hicks 
has gone on to Congress: it is probable on his return it can be determined. 

Owing to this uncertainty, all my schools stopped, having continued only s 
quarter. A number of the poor young Indians made considerable advances, 
and they all, generally, are anxious for a continuance of schools immediately on 
the settlement of their affairs. 1 believe the schools all closed with the Indians 
holding the Board in great honour; and notwithstanding the many of bad white 
people among them, I never found that they once suspected me of any bad 
design. They always seemed to receive me as one sent by the Great Spirit 
to instruct them, &c. and they are expecting me to attend to the fixing of 
schools whenever their business is settled. I humbly trust my travelling among 
them last year has not been in vain; and in compliance with the request of 
the Board, and my own feelings, I have in view to spend some time this spring 
amongst them. But I feel satisfied if they stay here it would be best to procure a 
missionary that would live in the nation, and my family is too large for this; and 
also, it would be too confining, as I have a natural turn for itinerancy, And again, 
when I was in the Missouri territory, I agreed to remove to that part, if the Lord 
will, but still intending to have something decisively done among the Cherokees, 
which I hoped could be done this summer. Whatever time I spend in the service 
of the Board, I will inform you, and any thing else relative to the Indians which 
May appear necessary. 

I discontinued my missionary labours about the middle of September, and on 
the 26th of October started for Missouri, in which tour I travelled near two thou- 
sand miles, tried to preech forty-seven times, and landed at home precisely in 
three months. I was at St, Louis, but brother Peck was gone on a tour up the 
Missouri. I think highly of their procedure in that land of darkness, and hope 
the Lord will bless them there. The Baptists in the town appear much united, 
Ihad the pleasure of preaching, two nights in successign, to a little attentive 
band in their preaching room. 

Leaving this subject, I next take the liberty of dropping a word respecting the 
Institution for educating young men called to the ministry by our churches, 
I feel a great solicitude for its prosperity, and knowing the general tone of the 
brethren for a considerable distance, I use the freedom of saying, that I think, if 
there were less learning required of students before they are admitted, it would 
meet with more general approbation. In fact, I have heard no one speak of 
doing any thing towards it, on the present plan; as the qualifications fur admis. 
sion seem to put it out of the power of almost any in our parts, or for some 
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hundred miles, to receive any benefit from the Institution. I hope, however, the 
Lord will guide you in wisdom and prudence, and, whatever the result may be, I 
trust it will redound to the glory of God. 








MIAMI AND OTHER INDIANS. 


Prom Mr. Isaac M' Coy to the Cor. Secretary, dated Maria, (Ia.) April 7, 1819, 


Ix haste I write you a few lines, in hope they will be received before the close 
of the annual meeting of the Board I am now on my way to Vincennes, on busi- 
ness of the mission, the most important of which relates to the acquisition of a 
more eligible spot for our mission establishment. The Secretary of War has 
granted me permission to settle among the Indians, provided they have no objec. 
tion. There are two places which at this time appear inviting: one is a Miamire 
servation on the Wabash, about one hundred miles from our present residence ; the 
other is at Prarie-du-Chien, on the Mississippi. Since last December I have been en- 
deavouring to obtain a settlement on the former, some of the advantages attending 
which are the following: Ist, It is a large reserve, say thirty miles square, which 
will afford tolerable room for operation. 2d, On it government will probably erect 
the two mills, and settle the two smiths, to which the Miamies are entitled by 
the conditions of the late treaty. And Sd, It is a central point, in relation to re- 
servations made by the tribes. [have already made arrangements with the proper 
persons, for making a trial to obtain the consent of the Indians; the house and 
Jand which we at present occupy, can readily be sold at any time for more than 
they have cost us. The expense of moving will not be considerable, but we shall 
likely be obliged to settle on land to which we shall not have a permanent title: 
this, however, is the less to be lamented, in consequence of a hope that I may get 
an appointment in the superintendence of the mills, &c. which may contribute to 
the lessening of our expenses, and also facilitate our operations among the Indians, 
I need say nothing in regard to the expenses that will be incurred at such a sta. 
tion after the first year, since brother Peck has made such a judicious remark on 
the subject, which I have just now seer in the sixth number of the Luminary. 

Now, sir, will it be proper, al! things considered, to prosecute my present 
undertaking, or pursue a different course? This question is asked with an in- 
describable desire that the answer should be in the affirmative. Our greatest fears 
are, that the Board will not think the little good we are doing, and are likely to 
do, will justify the expense that will be incurred, which, however, we shall study 
to make as light as possible. Ever since we have been in the service of the Board, 
we have felt ourselves bound, under the strongest obligations, to observe a strict 
frugality. Permit us to live where we hope we may be most useful to the miser- 
able Indians, and if there must be an abridgment of the support which we may 
deem necessary to carry our plans into effective operation, let it be of that which 
is given for our subsistence. I now feel as if had rather subsist on the dried 
venison of the Indians, than be denied the means necessary to render the mission 
serviceable to them; but my resolution, in general, is too much like Peter's. 
It is my happiness, however, to believe that you pray for us; yea, we trust we 
are subjects of the intercession of One whose prayers are heard always. 

We are in daily expectation of receiving the glxddening intelligence that another 
missionary is appointed to this station —My accounts were forwarded to you twa 
or three months ago, 







































From Mr. Samuel Eastman to the Cor. Sec. dated Natehez, March 23, 1819. 


More than six months having elapsed since I commenced my endeavours under 
the patronage of the Board, I deem it my duty to give some account of the man- 
ner in which I have spent my time. 

I left my parents and friends in New-Hampshire on the 8th of September, and. 
commenced my journey to the state of Mississippi, according to your instructions, 
at which place, by the blessing of God, 1 arrived on the 22d of December. As 
most of my journey was performed ip the stages and steam-boats, few opportuni- 
ties of preaching on the way were offered me. While passing through Ohio and 
Kentucky, made some effort to collect money for the use of missions, and in some 
places the zeal of the people was displayed by liberal contributions. 

Since my arrival at the place of my destination have spent my time in the city 
of Natchez, and in visiting the churches and destitute places in its vicinity, to 
the distance of thirty miles. Have also made one tour to Louisiana, during which 
had the pleasure of seeing our worthy brethren, Rev. Dr. Cooper and Rev. Mr. 
Ranaldson, to whom the Board was pleased to refer me for counsel and friendship. 

I know of ‘no remarkable religious intelligence to communicate to you In 
many of the congregations which I visit, a solemn seriousness is depicted on each 
countenance during the time of service, and some inquire what they shall do to 
inherit eternal life. The churches are receiving gradual additions, backsliders 
are returning, and in some instances lukewarm professors are shaking off the 
slumber of carelessness. 

It has, in most parts of the State, become disreputable openly to deny the 
divine origin of the Holy Bible. But the largest part of our population is consti- 
tuted of those who are stout hearted against the powerof truth. I trust you will 
not forget how much we stand in need of your supplications. The more I con- 
template the condition of those who are afar off from God, the more is my com- 
miseration enlisted in their behalf. If well directed exertions to evangelize the 
world are vigorously pursued by every denomination of Christiens, we ought to 
entertain no doubt but the Lord will, in due time, make these exertions effec- 
tual. In due time shall we behold the troops of hell relinquishing their un- 
equal warfare, laying down the weapons of their rebellion, and enlisting under 
the banner of Immanuel. May the followers of Christ never grow faint or weary 
in their labour, until the triumphs of his cross shall be extended far and wide, and 
the whole earth be filled with his glory !

From William Polke to the Cor. Secretary, dated Bruceville, January 25, 1819. 


Permit an entire personal stranger to express his satisfaction at the conduct 
of the Board, and its members individually, as far as has come to my knowledge; 
and, I may almost say that I am lost with wonder, love and praise, when contem- 
plating the success of the missionary cause. You will see by the minutes of the 
Wabash Association, which some time past I transmitted to you, that there is some 
opposition to the cause of missions. But that opposition will, I firmly believe, ad- 
vance the'cause, as truth has nothing to fear from investigation; and I find it has ex- 
cited an inquiry, as 1 discover by the increased demand for the ** Latter Day Lumi- 
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nary” in these parts. [have advised brother M‘Coy to visit as many of the Associa. 
tions as practicable the ensuing’summer, as I know from my acquaintance with him 
from his childhood, and my knowledge of his character among the baptists gene. 
rally, in our neighbouring States, that no one can better aid the cause of missions 
in the frontier settlements, where it cannot be expected the majority of the people 
are well informed on the subject ; and where, unfortunately, ill-founded prejudice 
exist against any thing like education: but which gloom, I am happy to Say, is 
vanishing before truth.

though the year past has not been peculiarly marked as a season of extensive out. 
pourings of the Divine Spirit, very precious showers of mercy have, on various 
paris of our country, descended. By the best estimates that can be made out from 
the information communi¢ated in the minutes of the associatiors and letters of 
correspondents, not fess than ¢Airteen thousand have been baptized in our denoni- 
nation the past year, on profession of their faith in the Son of Gop. 

While, however, we bave much cause for devout gratitude, we have also much 
for humiliation and prayer. A body numbering nearly three thousand churches, 
with more than two hundred thousand communicants, and only about two thousand 
preachers! Who shall supply the affecting wants of the Aundreds of thousands 
connected with this body vf professors! Who will not pray the Lord of the har. 
vest to send forth labourers! - 

If we extend the calculation so as to embrace the whole population of our 
country, the result is still more distressful! and ought to arouse the supineness 
of the slothful, to encoura;.e the beneficence of the opulent, and elicit the prayers 
and zeal of all who prefer Jerusalem above their chief joy. Surely, the import- 
ance of Education Societies, as means of stirring up the gift which the Saviour 
has bestowed on those of his servants whom it 1s his pleasure to call into the 
ministry, can scarcely be too highly appreciated. While various institutions of 
this nature are springing up in different parts of the United States, 4 @ENERAL ONE, 


_ such as that designed by the Convention to be connected with the Board of mis- 
) sions, religiously claims immediate, decisive, energetic, abounding patronage. 


Tue fourth annual Report of the Baptist Society for promoting ‘the Gospel in 
Ireland by establishing schools for teaching the native Irish, for itinerant preach- 
ing, &c. &c. is full of information of a most pleasing character. 

It appears that ‘* the Society has four men who are employed reatling the Irish 
scriptures and inspecting the Irish schools, (in addition to a gentleman in Sligo, 
who has frequently visited the schools,) who are perfectly acquainted with the 
Irish language. These are men of well-informed minds and religious habits, 
whose bearts are yearning over the ignorance and superstition of their country- 
men; and who are pursuing their useful labours in trave!ling through several 
counties ; visiting the cabins of the poor, and, in some instances, the mansions of 
the rich.” 

These Irish readers refer the society to a Mr. Hendersen who was instructed 
to visitthem. Mr. H. observes in a letter to the secretary, “1 have spent three

Lord's days in three different places, where there are about 120 inquirers, I hope 
not unprofitably to them or myself. It is delightful to have to say that many have, 
through the instrumentality of his own word, become the followers of our Lord 
Jesus Christ. It would have rejoiced the hearts of the Lord’s people in England, 
(and surely in America too,) to have heard some poor ignorant Irish boors expatia- 
ting on the proofs contained in the Ist chap. of Ephesians, that salvation was with- 
out fegrard to any merit in man; but that it flowed from sovereign and predestina- 
ting grace. One uf them counted upon his fingers, while another was reading, 20 
evidences of this doctrine in 18 verses of that chapter.” The Rey. Mr. Dobney, of 
Wallingford, having been appointed by the Committee to visit Ireland, in order to 
unite with the Rev. Mr. West of Dublin, to visit the schools, and to collect for 
the Society, they had an opportunity of seeing some of the persons referred to, 
and are of opinion that “ there are twenty persons in the neighbourhood of E. who 
appear to be brought to the knowledge of the Lord by reading the Scriptures.” 
They say, “a place for preaching is freely offered by a Roman Catholic, and a 
church of twenty members will soon exist; all the fruit of reading the Scrip- 
tures.” The Committee ardently hope that a pastor, able to preach in the Irish 
language, will also soon be provided for this church, which has been collected en- 
tirely from the native Irish” 

The schools have more than doubled in number since the last meeting. The 
frish gentry are gradually discovering the benefits that must resul: to the com- 
munity from an educated peasantry. It appears that “ the total number of the 
Seciety’s schools (exclusive of the Sunday schools, of which there are several) 
isnow 65; about 3860 children are generally instructed in them, excepting at 
those seasons of the year whep the children are employed in planting or digging 
potatoes.” 

“In concluding their account of the schools, the Committee give the following 
quotations from a letter of one of the Inspectors : “ Going along the shores of the 
Atlantic for 50 miles, where your schools are planted; and perceiving some of 
the effects of the word of life manifest in young and old, it brought to my mind 
the chief scene of operation selected by Him who has all power and wisdom, 
where many of his works were performed 1800 years ago ; and who from the sea 
coast chose his witnesses. The hone sprung up in my mind, from the earnest 
already given, that your Society would be the honoured instrument of once more 
causing’ fishermen to leave their boats and their nets, and to go every where preach- 
ing the word. Already some of your teachers, and the four readers whom I have 
sen, are become decided witnesses :—clerical opposition ceasing :—doors for 
wefulness opening :—may we not yet live to see effects produced such as were 
wrought of old, when the word of God increased; and the number of disciples 
multiplied in Jerusalem greatly, and a great company of the priests were obedient to 
the faith !”? 


Orarr denominations have experienced the past year, in numerous instances, the 
refreshing dews of heavenly grace.

Ix foreign countries, although there is much discoverable of a melancholy and 
gloomy description, there is much also which cheers, delights, and animates the 
veart. If, indeed, we were to contemplate mercly the dark parts of our own, and 
of the European states, and from these turn our eyes upon the abominations and 
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misevies of the heathen nations, the survey becomes overwhelming. Of one then. 
sand millions of human beings inhabiting this globe, only two hundred and Siftu 
millions are to be found in countries which have adopted the christian name! and of 
these two hundred and fifty millions, even a greater proportion us really devoid of 
genuine piety, as are the worshippers of Juggernaut, or such us sacrifice themselye, 
to demons !—-/llaz ! Alas ! “ the whole world lieth in wickedness !” 

From this frightful scene, foreboding the blackness of darkness for ever, we 
hasten to take refuge in the sanctuary of a Redeemer’s mercy. Blessed be God! 
here we find ample relief. 

A review of missionary operations tends to awaken anticipations most auspi. 
cious to the hopes and gratifying to the wishes of benevolence. From the do. 
mestic efforts of our own country, and those which are causing the wildernes; 
to rejoice,—through all the range of the missionary stations in the South Sea Js|- 
ands; in New Holland; among the Hottentots, and other nations of the inte. 
ricr of Africa; among the Laplanders; among the inhabitants of the burning 
climes of India; the eastern Islanders, and the Hindoos, and the Burmans, and 
the Chinese,—we behold increasing exertion, accompanied with growing success. 
These, with the extended operations and happy results of Sabbath schools, and 
the great concERT PRAYER MEETING,—these are the indications of Providence, at 
which, coinciding with the predictions of the Omniscrent Jenovan, furnish at 
once the assurance and the pledge of the approach of that glorious scene which 
shall introduce to astonished and delighted mankind millennial splendour and joy. 
The day spring from on high has visited the earth; the morning star is even now 

above the horizon; THE LigHT OF THE wonRcD shall soon appear; and all flesh 
shall see the salvation of God. 


Brace Socreties, then, should not be past in silence, in making out an estimate 
of the moral condition and prospects of the !:uman family.

and propelling, with her mighty energies, the machinery of that hallowed benefi- 
cence, which is communicating to a debased,a guilty, and a miserable world, the 
glorious gospel of the blessed God. 
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
